Hello All... earlier this evening I took a notion to replace my usual 
SWR/Wattmeter (a SignalCrafter Model 30 dual meter unit that calculates both 
SWR and power out) with a really neat looking Waters Model 369A 
Reflectometer. The Waters unit uses a vertical dual-needle meter-really 
slick-displaying watts out and watts reflected. Well... it seemed like a 
good idea at the time. But once all the cables were sorted out, etc. and 
connected, it physically just didn't look very good, and my 45W (output) 
Ranger II wasn't exactly impressing it either. We won't even mention what 
its 5W reading would have been. 


So... disconnect the cables, and put the Signalcrafters back. 


All this wasn't too difficult-with the caveat that the Signalcrafters uses 
'regular' UHF (S0-239) connectors, and the Waters uses BNCs. Uh-hunh. 


OK... all cables reconnected, etc. etc. and so I key the Ranger II. Uh-oh. 
Loaded differently. Bottom line: no matter what I did: 30W out maximum. 
H-m-m-mmm. 


Cable check... everything looked fine. Touchy-feely check next. Ah-hah!!! 
The PL-259 cable connecting to the Ranger II (e.g. RF output) was plugged 
in, and LOOKED connected, but truly had 1 or no turns. 


So the RF (center) lead was plugged in just fine. Its ground connection was 
another story. The Ranger II's excellent Pi-Net loading worked as hard as it 
could, and did load... after all, it was slightly touching... but the amount 
of current was surely limited by the circuitous route and reduced contact 
area ground had to use. Complete the connection, and voila! Back to 45W 
output. 


I don't know about you, but I found it fascinating to see theory illustrated 
so very well. 


P.S. The Waters is back on the shelf.

The 3-diode scheme is a low current means of generating a regulated 2V 

or so (that is, a constant 2V for consistent regen action even as the 
battery runs down). What makes the Kitchen N1ITEV regen stage (as used 

in the Desert Ratt) so nice is the regen stage runs off of this 2V 

rather than 9V, making a much smoother and well behaved stage. Basically, 
it is a common base amplifier. 


You CAN develop the same 2V bias voltage with an LED, or an LED in 
series with a diode to get it closer to 2V. Only problem here is the 
LED scheme will draw more current, in the 8mA region. But of course if 
you are using the LED to indicate power on, you are consuming that 
amount of current anyway to do nothing except produce photons. Of 
course the resistor that comes from +9v to the top of the diodes must 
be changed to around 750 ohms. It must drop the difference between the 
9v battery and the 2V LED/diode (7V) at 8ma. 


This regen stage and low voltage of operation is designed for "soft" 
regen, more suitable for AM detection, and does not really cause enough 


regen feedback for good CW reception.

Something that might be worth looking into for sharing schematics (or 
anything for that matter); 

I use OrCad Capture and Layout at work. If I need to send a schematic to 
someone (who typically doesn't own a copy of Capture to view it with), I 
have an Adobe PDF file writer utiltity that resides like a print 
driver...just go through the motions of printing the schematic from 
within Capture (or any Windoze application) and select the PDF driver 


from the printer device menu instead of your printer. It creates a PDF 
file instead of printing a hardcopy. It works much the same way to 


sending a FAX through your modem. 


Just e-mail the PDF file to your intended recipient. All they need to 
view the PDF file is Acrobat Reader which is free and available from the 


Adobe web site. 


I'm not sure on the cost of the Adobe PDF print utility but it has to be 
a lot less expensive than the full blown Adobe Creator package and it's 


very easy to install and use.

Hi - Hope you can help. 


Idea for a short 80m vertical.. I use a basic program 
called Reducer to shrink dipoles. For example, to 
shrink a 3.070mHz dipole 30% (70%) of normal I need to 
wind 24.7 turns, at 10 turns per inch on a 2" form 
(PVC) 


The feed end of the dipole B leg is 21.34ft of wire, 
then the coil, then the A end of the leg is a 32ft 
wire. 


Is there any reason I cant make a vertical of ONE side 
of the dipole 1/4 wave - and hang it from my metal 
tower? 


I would extend it 3-4ft off the side - and have the 
feedpoint afew feet off the ground - and run raised 
radials thru the woods. As many as I can stand.... 


Any reason this wouldn't work for 50 Ohm coax (no 
tuner) feed? 


I only have a shortened resonant dipole (Inverted Vee) 
at 45ft now on 80M but I think a vertical might be 
better - But only room for a 30% shortened one. 


My tower is 70ft, and I have a 10/12/15M quad at the 
top. So I can maybe hang the top of the vertical 
around 55ft or so. 


The trees on top of this mountain are stunted from 
poor soil, and not very tall. But if the metal tower, 
is a problem, I could try and do some "tall" tree 
fishing. hi hi

The 3-diode scheme is a low current means of generating a regulated 2V 


You CAN develop the same 2V bias voltage with an LED, or an LED in 
series with a diode to get it closer to 2V. Only problem here is the 
LED scheme will draw more current, in the 8mA region. But of course if 
you are using the LED to indicate power on, you are consuming that 
amount of current anyway to do nothing except produce photons. Of 
course the resistor that comes from +9v to the top of the diodes must 
be changed to around 750 ohms. It must drop the difference between the 
9v battery and the 2V LED/diode (7V) at 8ma.

Looking again at the schematic of the Desert Rat I now note that the 
regulator using the three diodes has a, higher than I expected, 150 kOhm 
series resistor, so the current taken is minimal and using the LED would 
save no current, just two or three diodes.

Thanks for the software offer Jim. Just want to add that I used to use a 
pair of ground-mounted phased verticals here on 80-M that were physically 
short and electrically lengthened. 


They were 23 feet high, and top loaded with a large coil as well as a 
Capacitance hat made out of aluminum rods pulled from an old music stand 
(yes, the antenna played very well). 


I found that I could adjust resonance by simply bending the rods up or down 
a bit to adjust the capacitance. 


More recently, the shortened verticals have been replaced with full sized 
(quarter wave) verticals made from the old aluminum vertical's base 
sections, plus #12 copper wire running up into the trees. The full-sized 
verticals work nicely, but to be quite honest, not all that differently than 
the short ones! 


Presently there is over 3,000 feet of wire radials under my two verticals, 
and I'm always adding more. Some of the wire is bare and buried, and some is 
insulated and "stapled" to the ground with U-shaped wire staples made from 
iron coat hangers. After pounding in the staples, the grass grows around the 
wire, and it sort of disappears into the turf in a few weeks.

Alex, there was no discussion or doubt about the feasibility of using 
AFSK to generate a carrier.

One of the questions that I had about my warbler once I got it built was how 
to hook it up to the computer and the outside world. Bill Jones, KD7S and 
Paul Maciel, AK1P have been my PSK gurus. You will need the following to 
connect and get on the air: 


1. Power cord (NJQRP supplies the cord and the plug, NICE touch) 

2. BNC cord to connect to your antenna. If your antenna coax ends ina 
PL259, then you will need an adapter to connect to the BNC connector on the 
Warbler. 

3. DB9 Male to DB9 Female cable to connect between the Warbler and the 
serial port on your computer. 

4. Two shielded audio cables with stereo 1/8" plugs on both ends. One 
connects to the Mike input of your sound card and the audio output of the 
Warbler, and the other connects to the audio ouput of the computer and the 
audio input of the warbler. (Hope I got that right, grin). 

5. Digipan or similar software installed on your computer. (Available from 
a link on Dave Benson's Small Wonder Labs page, www.smallwonderlabs.com 
look under PSK31) 


The antenna that I am using is a Skelton Cone up about 30 feet at the apex 
and 6 to 10 feet at the end of the radiators. A skelton cone is basically a 
double dipole. Think of having 2 radiators on each side of the center 
insulator spread apart, instead of just 1. It is fed with ladder line and 
tuned with a tuner. Works on all bands. The legs are 51 feet long, and the 
feedline is about 50 feet. 


With my setup, I am able to work both close in and dx stations, having solid 
copy on the locals, and being able to work NW7DX from Washington and KIORO 
from Colorado. Hope this helps. 72, Doug

Yes, and YES. 


Ground EACH leg of the tower, and extend a crows foot of bare conductors out 
from that as added earthing elements, in poor soils, such as sandy ground. 
This will spread and dissipate the charge from a hit into the surrounding 
soil, and hopefully keep the voltage rise on the coax shield going back to 
the house from being too much of a problem. At the entry to house, have a 
copper plate where all cabling passes thru, if possible, even the power and 
phone lines with surge suppression on each. 


Provide a disconnect coax panel to remove feedlines when severe lightning is 
expected. However, having underground feeders, and coming in at base of a 
wall will help lessen the risks.

There's an important gotcha in this. The tone source needs to be an 
absolutely clean sine wave, without harmonics or other impurities. 
And the SSB transmitter had better not be overdriven. Otherwise 
your signal will certainly be distinguishable from "real" CW on the 
air, and you may see a citation or 00 notice for it. 


I think many modern transceivers do generate morse signals by 
exactly this method (feeding a synthesized audio tone to the SSB 
generator) rather than by switching an oscillator on and off.
